feet, a bus, or a taxi (and how 
many of us can afford 
to 
run 
around in taxis?) and, being as 
fond of dancing as anyone else, we

(There are no danoe-halls in Es­ 
canaba 
other than one that is 
open to dancing only during the 
spring and summer months, and 
then is attended by so many high 
school students we feel 
out 
of 
place there). 
Most of us are old enough to 
be served drinks .although for the 
most part we d on’t care for them. 
If we are not allowed to dance we 
may develop a taste for liquor, 
but up until now we have been 
content to dance and leave 
the 
heavy drink to those who would 
do it, dancing or not.

jobs of some sort or d h e r to hold 
down and are old enough to real­ 
ize that drinking and job-holding 
are hard to do at the same time.
